President’s Column 


M, mother was a Hadassah maven, takeh! 
She was a founding member of four chap- 
ters, a life member, and had a testimonial 
dinner given in her honor. All this by the 
time I was ten years old. Needless to say, I 
was thoroughly intimidated by her (no 
California “psychobabble” please). 
Hadassah became a symbol of unattain- 
able-and, because | was a spoiled-rotten 
brat, unwanted—achievement. Why should 
a little “baby-dyke” like me aspire to get 
dressed up (with matching hat, gloves, 
shoes and purse) and go off to meetings and 
“functions?” That prejudice, and make no 
mistake, prejudice it was, stayed with me 
for years. | am 47 years old and have just 
had my first contact with the wonderful 
women of Hadassah. 

It happened like this. One of our 
members, who is also active in Hadassah, 
approached me several months ago and 
asked that I, as President of CSZ, address 
a Hadassah group. Me? Hadassah? I knew 
I should never have become President. 
Now look what I was getting into! I had 
never even conceived of sucha thing. But 
[had an obligation to CSZ, didn’t I? There 
were things a president needed to do, and 
not all of them were appealing. This was 
surely one of those. So I swallowed hard 
and said “yes?? When I told Catherine 
about it, she insisted, wonderful spouse 
that she is, on accompanying me for 
“moral support.” More likely, I thought, to 
whip out the smelling salts if ] fainted, or 
the valium if] panicked. Moral support be- 
ing something there is never too much of, 
I got another couple, our dear friends Irene 
Ogus and Rosalinda del Moral, to join us. 
The study group topic was “The Jewish 
Woman in the Middle: Isolated or Fulfill- 
ed.” My presentation was followed, at my 
request, by a presentation by Irene. We 
were both received with interest, en- 
thusiasm and genuine openness. There 
followed a lively and long question and 
answer session that demonstrated beyond 
a doubt that we were with family! 

There was such warmth and humor, car- 
ing and concern, mutual respect and ge- 
nuine liking. For me personally, who has 
been “out” for years, it was a coming out 
of major proportion. It was like talking 
with my mother and aunts in ways I never 
dreamed possible and being responded to 
in ways that would have been unimagin- 
able 30 years ago. It was wonderful and pro- 
ductive outreach. . . and it was so mucha 
two-way operation. I had thought we would 


be performing outreach to Hadassah. And 
we were. What | hadn't bargained for was 
how much outreach Hadassah was doing 
to us. They are a wonderful group of women 
with whom I will not be losing contact. 
And I hope we will be seeing some of them 
at our services, as we will be attending 
theirs. This is too good not to keep hold 
of. When a 70-year old Hadassah member 
said to Irene, “You were so clever to get 
yourself a Latin lover!” we knew we had 
latched onto something great!

e Ritual Committee 


As is widely known, Purim is the most 
solemn holiday in the Jewish year, a time 
when we somberly gather to take stock of 
the misdeeds of all the people we know. It 
isa time to open the doors of our souls and 
defrost our spiritual refrigerators; it is a time 
to afflict our souls, and to refrain from any 
pleasures too noisy or too sticky to escape 
notice by the rest of the congregation. It 
is a time to plan how the coming year can 
increase our personhood, make us more 
politically correct, and reduce our serum 
cholesterol. 

In keeping with the spirit of thinking 
ahead that is this holiday’s most salient 
gravitation, your Ritual Committee has us- 
ed this time of year to plan the upcoming 
ritual calendar. As usual, we have a full, 
almost bewildering variety of events com- 


ing up: 


April 2 and 3, 1985, 9 a.m. to 5 p.m. 
— Pre-passover search for chumetz at 
Daniel Chesir’s apartment. 

April 5, 1985 — Passover seder, Holi- 
day Inn.

Potluck fast-don’t bring your 
favorite food. 

September 15, 1985 — Rosh Hashanah 
Eve. Because of space problems, services 
to be held at the Cow Palace. Presence of 
Grand National Rodeo could be a pro- 
blem, but male members of the commit- 
tee see it outweighed by increased atten- 
dance at oneg of men in chaps. 

September 16, 1985 — Rosh Hashanah. 
Tashlich service: last year’s officers are cast 
off the Golden Gate Bridge, while shofar 
is sounded. 

September 24, 1985 — Kol Nidre. To 
save time, instead of traditional recitation 
of group confessional, committee will 
distribute a “Vidui Booklet”, listing sins 
committed by each member of the 
synagogue during the past year. 


September 29, 1985 — Succot. Because 
of lack of outside space to build succah, 
sanctuary roof to be removed, replaced 
with palm fronds; palm fronds to be replac- 
ed by levelors. 

October 25, 1985 — Grateful congrega- 
tion sends ritual committee on Caribbean 
cruise. 

December 8, 1985 — Chanukah. At 
candlelighting ceremony, Aunt Yente’s 
sheitle catches fire. Congregation offers 
humorous advice on how to put it out. 

January 25, 1986 — Tu b’Shvat. Steve 
Greenberg leads shopping trip to Macy’s 
Men's Store to locate items with “tree” 
theme. 

February 14, 1986 — Garry Koenigsberg 
writes another stupid Purim article.

Talk About 
the Future 


Another Shaar Zahav tradition was 
created on Saturday, January 26th. That 
day a varied and vocal group of congregants 
met after morning services to discuss a 
number of issues important to the develop- 
ment of our synagogue. 

To best maintain love and harmony 
amongst the differing opinions (and there 
were many), we asked Susan Coleson to act 
as facilitator. Susan has provided her ser- 
vices at previous Advances and knows 
many congregants from her past work with 
us. She has a clear and insightful way of 
helping us to develop those truths that will 
be useful as we create new policies. 

Discussion centered on three areas-the 
first being plans for remodeling the second 
floor of the Synagogue. Besides rabbinic 
and administrative offices, what else do we 
want upstairs? What would be the least ex- 
pensive, most energy efficient aesthetic op- 
tions? What about classrooms, library 
space, meeting and childcare space? How 
do we make it accessible to those unable 
to climb stairs? There were many ideas ex- 
changed which were sent to the Building 
Committee for further review. 

Next, we began to explore the need for 
different categories of membership. Do we 
need a family member category? How does 
that category affect voting privileges? 
What is the role of children in this con- 
gregation? How do we acknowledge their 
presence and participation? How do the 
different categories influence the amount 
and payment of dues? This is an issue cur- 
rently under study by the Bylaws Commit- 
tee and its recommendation will be 
presented to the Va’'ad and then again at 
the May Congregational Meeting. 

The final issue under discussion was our 
relationship to the community especially 
regarding those benefits that we give and 
receive. Much of our tradition as a syna- 
gogue, as well as our image of ourselves, is 
that of an open organization willing to 
share resources with the community 
around us. How does this influence and af- 
fect our members? Should only a few peo- 
ple be responsible for providing to the 
many? To whom are we responsible? What 
repercussions would we face if we created 
greater distinctions between members and 
non-members? Can we minimize them and 
how? If we maintain an open posture, can 
we get more non-members to take a great- 
er role in supporting the synagogue’s 


activities?

The Shabbaton/Mini-Advance was 
quite a successful event in that it was the 
first opportunity for all members of the 
Congregation to participate in the ex- 
amination of several major issues that are 
part and parcel of the growing pains of a 
young, dynamic synagogue like Sha’ar 
Zahav. Although no policies were defined, 
no definitive answers yet found, we took 
steps that did indeed bring us closer to the 
answers and the policies that will eventual- 
ly be developed. And when we have 
answered these questions, we'll get to grap- 
ple with the new ones that arise. 

So, don’t be shy. Take opportunities to 
provide our leaders and committees with 
input about the issues that face our 
synagogue. That way, Congregation Sha’ar 
Zahav will continue to reflect the interests 
and personalities of all of us. 


Va’ad Report 


The February Va’ad meeting was held on 
the 11th at the Synagogue. The meeting 
was chaired by President Leila Raim, who 
thanked Don Albert for handling matters 
while she was on vacation in January. In 
her report, Leila nominated Mike Rankin 
as CSZ’s candidate for the national UAHC 
Board of Trustees. The January Mini- 
Advance/Shabbaton was discussed and 
evaluated as a precedent. While the discus- 
sions were very productive, concern was 
expressed at the low turnout of “non- 
machers.” 

Mike reported on the plans for the 
UAHC National Biennial in Los Angeles 
next fall and the panel on homosexuality 
to be presented at that conference. The 
Board heard reports on the upcoming 
Purim party and discussed our participa- 
tion in the Gay/Lesbian Freedom Day. A 
committee needs to be formed as soon as 
possible, since we may need a new booth 
and banner this year. By consensus, the 
Board decided to keep the flags in the 
Oneg room. 

Cheryl Orvis presented the Va’ad with 
the Board of Directors Award which she 
had accepted on Sha’ar Zahav’s behalf at 
the Cable Car Awards Dinner. We receiv- 
ed one of three such awards given and were 
commended for successfully creating all 
that we've created (a growing congregation, 
meaningful outreach in our community, a 
building) in a short seven years. 

The Treasurer’s Report included a report 
on the discussion of dues structures which 
took place at the UAHC President’s Coun- 
cil held at our shul earlier in the month. 
The consensus at the meeting was that a 
dues structure such as ours is woefully in- 
adequate to meet the needs of a growing 
congregation. The burden of supporting 
the Congregation falls on a few generous 
members since so many of our members 
pledge a low amount-a situation which 
could well hurt us in the long run. The 
Finance Committee will be addressing this 
issue in coming months. 

In other reports, Eric Keitel, our 
representative to the World Congress, 
reported on activities in the past six 
months. The next meeting of the Congress 
isin Washington, D.C. in June. Among the 
items under consideration is the develop- 
ment of a national Speaker’s Bureau. Eric 
also reported on the success of the regional 
conference held in the Northeast last year. 
He suggested that we consider a West 
Coast conference for 1986. 


Committee Reports 


The Building Committee presented an 
outline of possible specifications for 
renovating the second floor. This will be 
sent out for bids, after which the Va’ad will 
evaluate the costs involved. A preliminary 
proposal was presented for a memorial 
board/book for Sha’ar Zahav. The Va'ad ask- 
ed the Committee do to further research 
on the needs and desires of the Congrega- 
tion. The Fine Arts Advisory Panel for gifts 
and commemorations had not yet been 
formed; Leila still invites interested parties 
to contact her. 

At the March Va’ad meeting, the Bylaws 
Committee will have some formal pro- 
posals to be approved for the May Con- 
gregational Meeting. Other issues are be- 
ing developed for consideration at the 
November meeting. Rabbi Search reported 
that due to a change in our UAHC rating, 
we will now be able to interview members 
of the Union’s graduating class. Education 
reported on the Richard Beatty lecture;

So Ask Aunt Yente 


Dear Aunt Yente, 


Purim is coming up, and I want to fulfillmy 
obligation to get so drunk I can’t tell the dif- 
ference between Mordechai and Esther. But 
I've been trying to cut down, lately. How can 
I fulfill the commandment without going off 
the wagon? 


Uncertain on Ulloa 


Dear Uncertain, 


Every year, around Purim, Aunt Yente 
finds herself wishing that some of her 
beloved readers would pay attention to just 
one other commandment with the same 
sacred fervor they bring to the idea of mer- 
rymaking on Purim. Is it not written, Hast 
thou fulfilled every other commandment? 
Go then, and get drunk on Purim. But has 
thou not obeyed every other command- 
ment? So shut up about this one already. 
(So maybe it wasn’t written. It is now.) 

Also, you should realize that the precise 
ruling of the Talmud is not about 
distinguishing between Mordechai and 
Esther; at our congregation’s Purim, this 
can be hard enough even without drink- 
ing. What the Talmud says is, “Each per- 
son is obligated to mellow themself on 
Purim until they can no longer tell the dif 
ference between ‘Curse Haman’ and ‘Bless 
Mordechai?” 

You should notice that the Talmud says 
“mellow”, not “drunk”. There are no other 
ways you can mellow yourself without 
drinking? (And Aunt Yente isn’t talking 
about all that naarishkeit in plastic baggies 
that some of you try to persuade her is 
freeze-dried charoses. Aunt Yente wasn’t 
born yesterday.) You can’t get mellow from 
laughing with friends, from dressing fun- 
ny, from playing games, from exulting in 
the defeat of the oppressor? You can’t get 
mellow from eating? (What kind of Sha’ar 
Zahavnik are you?) You sit down and eat six 
or seven portions of Aunt Yente’s Hamen- 
tash Surprise (a whole gefulte fish in each 
one!) and we'll see if you’re not mellow (or 
at least surprised). Alcohol is a poor 
substitute for food, as far as your Aunt 
Yente is concerned-except in the case of 
aftershave, and even then you could always 
use a little borscht. 

Still, Aunt Yente doesn’t mean you 
should eat yourself into a stupor any more 
than you should drink yourself into one. As 
the Lubavitcher Rebbe used to say, the 
parameters of this phenomenon must be 
viewed in context. Our people developed 


the tradition of excess on Purim because 
so much of the time we had to walk in a 
very narrow place. Jews of the past con- 
sistently had to worry about pogroms and 
every other kind of physical and moral 
violence. Even during our holidays we 
couldn't be safe. In some traditions, only 
white wine was served at the seder, because 
otherwise we would have been accused of 
drinking human blood! 

Given all this, to keep from going 
mishuga for real, we had to have at least 
one day a year when the barriers came 
down; a day when we were the victors and 
the other side was losers, a day when we 
could let go-let go so much, according to 
the Talmud, that we didn’t even have to 
remember the religious point of the 
festival. 

Thank God, things are better for us, and 
both gay people and Jews here do not live 
in the fear that other times and places have 
known. So maybe we need a little less ex- 
cess than our parents did. But do we still 
need Purim? Oy, do we need Purim! When 
the government pushes a different religion 
by displaying it in public buildings and by 
claiming that it tells them how to run the 
country, shouldn’t a Jew worry? (Maybe not 
just Jews, but that’s another column.) Every 
day some gay people walk around being 
careful, always checking themselves so that 
they shouldn't look like gay people; don’t 
they need a time to let go? A student ora 
poet has to spend eight hours a day preten- 
ding to be a sales clerk or a lawyer; can’t 
they have some time off for silly behavior? 

So, kinderlach, on Purim you should let 
go. Have the best time you can. If a glass 
of wine or two helps, so have some, geztinte 
heit (although in this case, of course, you 
will not drive; remember YMAPS is wat- 
ching); but there are all sorts of different 
ways of having a good time. If you look for 
Aunt Yente at the Purim party, she will be 
doing all of them.

Schmate 


One of the more topical Jewish publica- 
tions in the Bay Area is Schmate, a journal 
of progressive Jewish thought. A 
background statement from its editors in- 
cludes the following: 

“The essential purpose of Schmate is to 
provide a genuinely independent forum for 
those currents within Jewish life that are 
unrepresented, underrepresented, or 
misrepresented in the mainstream Jewish 
media. At the same time it attempts to 
assert a proudly Jewish presence usually 
lacking in most other progressive 
periodicals. The magazine tries to avoid 
publishing material unless it has 
something to add to previous discussions 
of the subject or unless the material is not 
generally available to most folks. 

“Schmate is not supported by any institu- 
tions or angels. It exists entirely on 
subscriptions, bookstore sales, occasional 
donations, and a rare paid ad. If you believe 
that there should be an alternative voice 
for and of the Jewish people, that public 
discussion concerning Israel should be 
broadened, that the concerns of lesbians 


and gay men should be put on a par with 
all other Jews, that the history of Jewish 
resistance to oppression should be 
honored, that while celebrating our proud, 
ancient history we can forge a just, mean- 
ingful Jewish life which is relevant today, 
then Schmate is for you. Your subscriptions 
and donations are needed and welcome.’ 

Each issue generally is put together with 
a specific focus: past issues have been 
edited around the Holocaust, Jewish 
resistance, poetry, Nicaragua, Israel, humor 
and women, gay men and lesbians. 

In March, a special double issue of 
Schmate will focus on the social and 
political right in the U.S. The editors pro- 
mise that this issue will break through the 
usual rhetoric to present an understanding 
of the philosophy, organizations, per 
sonalities, financing, power and divisions 
associated with the Right. This special 
issue is available for $4 from Schmate, Box 
4228, Berkeley, CA 94704. It looks terrific, 
so check it out. Back issues are also 
available. For further information, write— 
or call Steve Fankuchen at 428-1536.
